SHOPPERS in 
Cowbridge are 
being urged to stop 
using single-use 
plastic carrier bags 
and start using new 
bespoke jute bags 


in a bid to help 
the environment. 

Members of the town’s 
Chamber of Trade (CoT) 
have started selling the 
special bags, which fea¬ 
ture the Town Hall, Great 
House and South Gate. 


The bags also feature 
a cow, to represent the 
town’s market heritage, 
and green colours which 
denotes the environment, 
Cowbridge’s agricultural 
ties and match the col¬ 
ours of the area’s rugby 
football team. 

Businesses in the town 
are being encouraged to 
stock the bags, which 
are available from Sylvia 
Williams Chemist. 

Kate Thomas, chair¬ 
man of the Chamber of 
Trade, explained: “We 
have always wanted to 
push the environmental 
agenda in the town. 

“We would like to 
encourage local shoppers 
to buy one of these bags 
instead of using sin¬ 
gle-use plastic carriers.” 

She said: “We are 


hoping the public will 
get behind this as it not 
only helps the environ¬ 
ment, but is also supports 
our local High Street 
businesses.” 

And she added: “We 
are also encouraging 
traders to only use plastic 
bags which have been 
made out of recycled 
plastic.” 

The CoT also wants 
businesses to sign up to 
the Water Refill Scheme, 
which means shoppers 
can top up their water 
bottles in the town’s 
shops.

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‘It’s time to think 
about Barry’s traffic 
congestion’ 

P eople in Barry will be aware 
of the council’s decision relat¬ 
ing to the strategic transport 
assessment through Dinas Powys. 

There is not a word how any changes will affect 
Barry. 

The council has decided to halt consideration of 
an alternative bypass route that would be of most 
help to Barry’s traffic, a route that had previously 
been included as an option. 

The decision to exclude this route between the 
Merrie Harrier and Milleniwm Way was put forward 
by a councillor who said that route should be with¬ 
drawn on the basis that it could cause delay to the 
Dinas Powys Transport Study. 

This route would have used the Sully roundabout 
and Hayes Road and avoided the bumper-to-bumper 
bottle necks on Cardiff Road, and traffic might 
increase. 

I believe the Biglis route will considerably 
increase congestion on the Cardiff Road between 
Biglis and Milleniwm Way including the Palmer¬ 
ston Road junction. It may also have an impact on 
the Port Road between the link road and Weycock 
Cross. 

The alternative route to Milleniwm Way would 
reduce congestion on these roads. 

Once again, the Council is neglecting the highway 
infrastructure of Barry.

‘Lack of school 
spaces in Llantwit 
Major must be 
addressed’ 

I am writing as I am deeply con¬ 
cerned about the lack of places in 
Llantwit Major Comprehensive 
school for local children. 

This is a new school, but already it is over sub¬ 
scribed. 

The amount of housing being built is obviously 
bringing an increase in the number of school-age 
children, but now some parents have been told their 
children might have to travel to attend a comprehen¬ 
sive in Barry because of a lack of available places. 

More houses are being built in Barry, as there are 
in Llantwit Major, therefore the same problem will 
arise there. 

Children could be taken out of their local environ¬ 
ment, which means transport. Buses will have to be 
used, adding yet more traffic to our already con¬ 
gested, inadequate roads at peak times. 

I am assuming eventually primary schools will 
become full, too, in the near future. 

May I suggest to the Vale Council that the site of 
the old school at Eagleswell Road could be made 
into a sixth form college for our children, which 
would then create space for the younger pupils, 
enabling them to be able to attend their local school 
in their area. 

This is a prime concern for the future of all chil¬ 
dren in the Vale and should be attended to without 
delay.

Withdrawal of bus 
service ‘shameful 
and a disgrace’ 

A t the end of this month, a 
local bus service operated by 
Easyway Coaches will end. 

The people of Llangynwyd and Maesteg Parc will 
be disconnected and isolated because the Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC), in its wisdom, 
has decided to terminate a local public transport 
service. 

The impact on local people does not appear to 
have been taken into account, for such measures will 
deprive people on low incomes, benefits, pensions 
and part-time workers. Apart from the disabled, 
people with learning difficulties and elderly people 
being left to cope with taxi fares, there is no local 
transport on offer. 

This is being done by a Labour council with high 
capital revenue reserves and many highly-paid exec¬ 
utives and officials. 

It appears they ca nn ot afford such local public 
transport costs affecting the Llynfi Valley and the 
Bridgend County Borough. 

My local councillor, Ross Thomas, to his credit 
has highlighted his concerns on the effects of such 
a withdrawal of investment and the impact on the 
local community. 

The contempt of BCBC towards our community 
and other parts of the area is both shameful and a 
disgrace. 

I hope people will remember such actions when 
they vote for their representatives on the council.

All is not well with 
new ‘wellbeing hub’ 

C ARDIFF and Vale health 
board says its first ‘wellbeing 
hub’ attached to Cogan Leisure 
Centre is to provide clinics and med¬ 
ical services for Llandough, Dinas 
Powys and Sully, as well as Penarth. 

It put a display up in Penarth Library and visited 
Penarth Town Council, but not the libraries and 
community councils in Sully and Dinas Powys. 

A new transport-and-access document on the Vale 
Planning website mentions public transport only 
from Penarth, claiming buses pass every 20 minutes. 
The 89B bus from Llandough is two-hourly, while 
the 89A from Dinas Powys omits Cogan. 

Train users from Dinas to Cogan station meet a 
stepped bridge then a 280-metre trek through the 
pavementless station yard and an obstacle course 
with steep slope to reach the hub. 

The new document just says Cogan station is 100 
metres away; this after health board officials were 
told at Penarth Town Council in April about the 
sub-standard footways and the need for a step-free 
route for disabled and people with poor mobility. 

The health board planners wanted to start on 
building a two-floor extension to to Cogan Leisure 
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Centre to accommodate the wellbeing hub later this 
year, rushing through a ‘final business case’. Yet 
they have been adding clinics and squeezing into 
Albert Road GP practice. 

They are disregarding the principle for disabled 
parking and drop-off places close to the entrance and 
still have not agreed car parking. 

There is hardly the space for their grand plans and 
none for future expansion; they omitted the sore¬ 
ly-needed pharmacy. 

As for the poor access off the congested Windsor 
Road, they have suggested only to schedule appoint¬ 
ments to avoid the traffic congestion. 

Compare the space and facilities at Barry’s new 
West Quay health centre, and it’s obvious the 
new-fangled ‘wellbeing hub’ is far inferior.

History society’s 
growing archive 



CHARITY Vale for 
Africa was invited 
to make a presenta¬ 
tion about its work 
to members of the 
Hindu community 
as part of festivities 
at Sanatan Dharma 
Temple and 

Community Centre 
in Splott, Cardiff. 

The affinity between 
the two organisations 
stems from Vale for 
Africa’s work to support 
projects in the Tororo dis¬ 
trict of Uganda, a country 
that has strong connec¬ 
tions with the Asian 
community in Cardiff. 

Vimla Patel said: “I 
was one of many of 
the Asian community 
forced to leave Uganda 
in 1972 by the regime 
in power at the time. 
My husband Harish and 
I had 90 days to leave 
the home we had made 
and we came to Britain 
with virtually nothing. 

“Eventually we settled 
in Cardiff, and in 1985 
we started hiring a hall 
in The Parade where we 
could hold our religious 
ceremonies and Hindu 
festivals. Over time our 
community grew, and 
with a lot of hard work 
we were eventually able 


to establish our own 
Temple and Community 
Centre in Lewis Road. 
It’s been 47 years since 
we left Uganda, but we 
still have fond memories 
of growing up and living 
there, so we are pleased 
to do all we can to support 
Vale for Africa’s project 
work in the country.’ 

On the night Vale 
for Africa’s chairman, 
Gareth Kiddie, showed 
slides of the charity’s 
most recent work and 
highlighted some of 
the beneficial impacts 
of their programmes 
both in Uganda and 
in Wales. Through 
collections before and 
after the event, £615 
was raised in support 
of the charity’s work. 

Mr Kiddie said: “We 
are deeply grateful to 
the Hindu community 
for their support. Vale 
for Africa is one of over 
100 small charities link¬ 
ing Africa with Wales. 

“We are really 
proud to be part of a 
movement that not only 
makes an impact on the 
ground, but at the same 
time raises awareness 
of the pressing need to 
improve international 
relations - ‘thinking 
globally, acting locally.”

Betty Alden and her 
colleagues open the 
archive to the public on 
Wednesdays between 
10am and 12 noon and 
welcome visitors to call 
in to browse, and also to 
donate material on local 
history. 

Now that a large part 
of the archive has been 
digitised, it is possible 
for online searches to 
be made at https://www. 
peoplescollection.wales/ 
users/5375 on computers 
at home, by coming into 
Old Hall and making 
searches on a dedicated 
computer (where assis¬ 
tance can be given) or 
by visiting Cowbridge 
library.

MP supports peso’s Early festivities for 
dementia scheme Christmas group 


A dementia scheme 
developed by PCSO 
Serena James and 
aimed at protecting 
the most vulnerable 
people in society, 
has been champi¬ 
oned by Vale MP 
Alun Cairns, who 
has called on the 
Chief Constable 
of South Wales 
Police to roll it out 
across the area. 

In recognition of 
Serena’s initiative to 
develop the scheme 
- called the Herbert 
Protocol - Mr Cairns 
met with the PCSO 
for Llantwit Major to 
learn more about how 
it can support people 
living with dementia. 

The scheme encour¬ 
ages families and carers 
to compile useful infor¬ 
mation which could be 
used in the event of a vul¬ 
nerable person, includ¬ 
ing those living with 
dementia, going missing. 
The form, completed in 
advance, records all vital 
details such as medica¬ 
tion required, mobile 
numbers, places previ¬ 
ously located and a pho¬ 
tograph. The form can 
be handed to the police 
in the event that they 
go missing, to reduce 
the time taken in gath¬ 
ering this information. 


Mr Cairns, who has 
been leading dementia 
initiatives in Llantwit 
and is a recognised 
Dementia Champion, 
is so impressed how 
the scheme has worked 
locally that he now wants 
to see the practice used 
across the whole South 
Wales Police Force area. 

He said: “I’m incred¬ 
ibly impressed with 
Serena James’ work and 
how the Herbert Protocol 
can support vulnerable 
people in our commu¬ 
nity, particularly those 
living with dementia. If 
someone with dementia 
goes missing, this initia¬ 
tive will help to identify 
where they usually like 
to go, what their habits 
are and makes a huge 
difference in the pro¬ 
cess of finding them. 

“I’m really pleased 
that our local PCSO has 
taken a lead on intro¬ 
ducing this in Llantwit. 
After meeting with 
Serena, I wrote to the 
Chief Constable of South 
Wales Police to ask that 
he considers using the 
Herbert Protocol more 
widely. I can see that it 
works well and would 
really benefit communi¬ 
ties across South Wales.”

Drug deaths at 
‘an all time high’ 
in Wales - report 


D R U G - 
RELATED deaths 
are at an all-time 
high in Wales with 
a huge increase 
in the Bridgend 
area, it has been 
revealed. 

Shocking statistics, 
released this week, 
showed there were 858 
dmg poisoning deaths in 
Wales between 2016-18, 
a drastic jump from 769 
between 2015-17 and 
614 in 2013-15. 

Staff at the Office for 
National Statistics, who 
compiled the data, said it 
was the highest number 
of deaths since records 
began back in 1993. 

Bridgend has seen a 
400 per cent increase 
from just four deaths five 
years ago to 20 between 
2016 and 2018. 

Figures also revealed 


that the number of men 
dying in Wales from 
drugs had risen since 
2013 from 438 to 585 
with the number of 
women jumping from 
176 to 273. 

Eytan Alexander 
from UK Addiction 
Treatment, a company 
which runs treatment 
centres, said: “These 
Office for National 
Statistic figures are sad¬ 
dening but unsurprising. 

“We urge councils 
across Wales to invest in 
effective dmg and alco¬ 
hol services next year to 
avoid more loss of life. 

“We must remember 
that these aren’t just 
numbers. They are some¬ 
one’s mother, father, 
child or friend and we 
can’t stress enough the 
value of investing in 
addiction treatment.”

NOTICE is hereby given that on 30th August 2019, Vale of Glamorgan Council made 
an Experimental Traffic Order under Sections 1&2 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 
1984 ("the Act") and all other enabling powers after consultation with the chief officer 
of police in accordance with Schedule 9 to the 1984 Act. 

The effect of the Experimental Traffic Order, which shall come into operation on 
Friday 20th September 2019, or on the date that the appropriate signs and road 
markings are in place whichever is the later will be as outlined in the Schedules below 
for its duration. 

The reason for proceeding by way of an Experimental Traffic Order is to assess the 
effects of the proposals for a trial period before consideration is given to whether the 
provisions of the Experimental Traffic Order should be made permanent. 

A copy of the Experimental Traffic Order, a map showing its effects, a statement of 
the reasons for having made the Experimental Traffic Order for its duration, may be 
inspected at the offices of the undersigned, during normal office hours. 

The experimental provisions can continue in force for a maximum of 18 months trial 
period before a permanent Order is considered. Within a period of 6 months from the 
coming into operation of the Experimental Traffic Order any person may object to the 
making of a permanent Order. Any objection should be in writing, giving the grounds 
on which it is made and be addressed to the Director of Environment and Housing 
Services at the address given below. 

Any comments in support of the Experimental Traffic Order are also invited during this 
period. Any person wishing to question the validity of the Experimental Traffic Order 
or any of its provisions on the grounds that it is not within the powers of the relevant 
enabling Act or that a requirement of any such enabling Act or of any relevant 
regulations made thereunder has not been complied with may, within six weeks from 
the date on which the Experimental Traffic Order was made, make application for this 
purpose to the High Court.

History group 
remembers air disaster 


WITH the rugby 
World Cup in the 
offing and Welsh 
fans contemplat¬ 
ing a trip half way 
around the world, it 
is entirely appropri¬ 
ate that the Llantwit 
Major Local History 
Society should open 
its 53rd session of 
talks on September 
11 with a lecture 
on the Llandow 
Air disaster. 

On March 12, 1950, 
Welsh supporters were 
returning from watch¬ 
ing their team defeat 
Ireland when the Avro 
Tudor V aircraft, which 
had been privately hired 
to take fans to and from 
the match, crashed 
short of the runway. 

The disaster, which 
left 80 people dead, was 
one of the greatest in 
British aviation history. 

The group’s upcom¬ 
ing season will not be 
all gloom and doom as 
there will be two talks 
on lolo Morganwg, 
the first concentrating 
on his expertise as a 


stonemason by the 
eminent Welsh histo¬ 
rian Prof Prys Morgan 
in October; the other 
on his life in March by 
Gareth Thomas, who 
has recently published 
a book on the subject.

FOR the late sum¬ 
mer bank holiday 
in the month of 
August, it is tradi¬ 
tion for the group 
to remain close to 
home in order to 
avoid traffic jams 
and crowds and 
to enjoy tramping 
local footpaths. 

A group of 21 walk¬ 
ers joined Joy in Dinas 
Powys on a humid and 
overcast morning and 
made their way across 
Dinas Powys golf course 
alongside the Cadoxton 
River, which they crossed 
three times, to arrive 
at Michaelston-le-Pit. 

A field and woodland 
led them to the remnants 
of the old Ice House, pas 
cattle and they crossed the 
Bullcroft Brook for a stop 
in Michaelston valley. 

Passing a horse 
sheltering from the 
sun under the trees, 
they went on through 
woodland into Cwm 
Slade and some quiet 
road walking brought 
them to the underpass 
below the A4050 and 
into Wenvoe village. 

Heading along pave¬ 
ments, steps led them 
back into fields for the 
journey to Burdonshill 
and across part of 
Wenvoe Castle golf 
course, down through 
woodland and along 
a rough farm track 


to Goldsland Farm. 

Walking uphill then 
back downhill to cross 
the Nant Brynhill, a 
climb led them to Port 
Road and deviating into a 
field above Bears Wood. 

A narrow path at the 
rear of the Cardiff and 
Glamorgan Crematorium 
brought them back onto 
the Wenvoe golf course. 

Tramping the pub¬ 
lic footpath through 
the crematorium 

grounds, they crossed 
Port Road and headed 
to Coldbrook Road. 

An underpass brought 
the group to Argae Lane 
and by farm track and 
fields that had been 
flooded the previous 
week at Biglis, they 
walked the moors beside 
Cardiff Road to Southra. 
Making their way 
along Cardiff Road and 
up onto part of Dinas 
Powys Common, they 
returned to the start. 

After the death of 
Val Hartrey on May 31, 
2018, a founder mem¬ 
ber, rambles officer and 
group chairman for 14 
years, it was Penarth 
and District Ramblers 
wish that her input to the 
group be commemorated 
with a memorial bench.

Government has announced a 
£14bn investment in education 
in which Wales will receive 
£1.24bn in additional funding. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, (pictured 
below), who has been leading a cam¬ 
paign for fair funding for the Vale, 
said that he is delighted that the UK 
Government has provided an opportu¬ 
nity for local schools to benefit from a 
cash increase. 

He said: “In recent months, I have 
been speaking to schools and teachers 
locally about the challenges they face 
due to the poor funding settlement 
the Vale receives from the Welsh 
Government. 

“I am delighted they should now 
receive a cash boost as a result of the 
Prime Minister’s investment in educa¬ 
tion. Schools across Wales will now 


receive a major funding boost of £1.24 
billion. I now urge the Welsh Labour 
Government to spend this new money 
on delivering better education, giving 
every child in Wales the opportunity to 
reach their full potential.” 

The announcement delivers on the 
Prime Minister’s pledge to increase 
school funding by £4.6bn above infla¬ 
tion, giving all young people the same 
opportunities - regardless of where 
they grow up or go to school. As part 
of this, every secondary school in 
England will receive a minimum of 
£5,000 per pupil next year, with every 
primary school getting a minimum of 
£4,000 from 2021/22. Through the 
£1.24bn funding for Wales, the Welsh 
Government has the opportunity to 
match this. The deal includes £700 
million extra for children with Special 
Educational Needs and Disabilities 
(SEND) in 2020/21. 

Prime Minister Boris Johnson said: 
“We should not accept the idea that 


there can be ‘winners or 
losers’ when it comes to 
our children’s futures. 
That’s why we are pro¬ 
viding additional funding 
now and for the future for 
every school, with those 
historically underfunded 
receiving the greatest 
increase. 

“My government will 


ensure all young people 
get the best possible start 
in life. That means the 
right funding, but also 
giving schools the pow¬ 
ers they need to deal with 
bad behaviour and bully¬ 
ing so pupils continue to 
learn effectively.”

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New scheme helps 
children of HMP 
Parc inmates 



A PILOT scheme launched 
in Wales has Scouting tak¬ 
ing a lead role in the well¬ 
being of young people with 
family members in prison. 

ScoutsCymru, alongside the family 
team at G4S, has established a group for 
young people who visit family mem¬ 
bers at HMP Parc Prison in Bridgend. 

With the aim of giving all young peo¬ 
ple in Wales skills for life and remov¬ 
ing the barriers to participation, the 
scheme has had more than 50 girls and 
boys from across south Wales take part 
in activities including first aid, healthy 
eating, writing and performing a play, 
team building activities and learning 
about Scouting in other countries. 

Most recently, a milestone for the 
group was the successful organisation 
of a series of sessions outside the 
prison itself that included shelter build¬ 
ing, outdoor cooking and fire lighting. 

Planning is now in motion for new 
children to join the group as those 
with parents who have completed their 
sentences have left. The group has 
also been given use of the prison gym 
which will allow climbing sessions to 
be run, as well as a sports day which 
will directly involve the prisoners. 

Corin Morgan-Armstrong from 
HMP Parc Prison’s family unit, which 
was set up in 2006 to create an envi¬ 
ronment that encourages repairing, 
enhancing and maintaining positive 
relationships with family members 
left behind following a conviction, 
said: “Young people visiting family 
members at HMP Parc Prison come 
from diverse communities across south 
Wales but are united in having a large 
part of their time devoted to visiting 
the prison on both weekday evenings 
and at weekends. For this, and many 


other reasons, they are less likely to 
participate in Scouting, a movement 
with the ability to change lives. 

“As a team, we are committed 
to improving the lives of fam¬ 
ilies and reducing reoffending, and 
this is achieved by working with 
a wide range of outside organ¬ 
isations, such as ScoutsCymru. 
We’re delighted with how the pilot 
schemes have run and we’re looking 
forward to formalising the Group.” 

From the initial pilot sessions, it 
was discovered that there is a gen¬ 
uine need and demand for Scouting 
within the community of young people 
visiting family members in prison. 

Chris Matthews, Scouting Support 
Officer at ScoutsCymru, has been 
involved with the programme since 
its inception. He said: A key part 
of ScoutsCymru’s vision is to be 
inclusive and diverse. Every young 
person deserves the opportunity to 
take part in Scouting and there has 
been huge focus on removing barriers 
to participation, whatever they may be. 

“Being involved with this project 
has been a humbling experience. The 
young people who have joined the 
group spend a huge part of their free 
time being security searched multiple 
times a week and only seeing their loved 
ones in a high security facility. It takes 
a huge toll on them at such a young age. 

“Scouting has offered them an outlet 
to connect with other young people 
who are going through the exact same 
thing. They have also been able to 
spend time with their families taking 
part in activities and just having fun. 
It’s been great to see families come 
together and learn to connect again.”

IT has been eight 
months since I last 
reported on the 
progress Jade Owen 
has made in learn¬ 
ing to walk again. 

It’s now more than 
a year since Jade had 
her Selective Dorsal 
Rhizotomy operation 
in St Louis to rectify a 
problem with the nerves 
in the base of her spinal 
column. The operation 
enabled Jade to move 
her legs and get them 
straight enough to 
stand and take steps. 

The last year has been 
taken up with a great deal 
of physiotherapy and 
with the aid of her mum 
and dad. Jade carries out 
intensive exercises to 
maximise the benefit of 
her physiotherapy. The 
whole family work as a 
unit to ensure that Jade’s 
future is the same as 
any other 21 year old. 

Jade has to use a 
walker, but the frame 
does not take her weight 


and allows her to have 
some sense of balance. 
There is no doubt that 
at some time in the 
future, the walker will 
be redundant as Jade is 
making fantastic pro¬ 
gress. After more than 
12 years in a wheel¬ 
chair, the simple act of 
balance is very difficult. 

Jade’s surgeon was 
in the UK in April and 
met Jade. He is very 
pleased with her post-op 
progress and is con¬ 
fident that she will be 
walking properly in the 
not too distant future. 

Jade is participating in 
a sponsored cycle event 
on Saturday, September 
7, at Cardiff Pedal 
Power. It is an after¬ 
noon event everyone is 
welcome to come along 
and support Jade and the 
others taking part. It will 
be Jade’s first attempt 
using a proper cycle. 

Jade is looking forward 
to going back to college 
in September where she 
will find her way around 


on her walker - the days 
of using the wheelchair 
are fewer. 

Joanne and James 
Tieman held an event at 
the Coed Y Mwstwr golf 
club when they raised 
almost £1,000. 

The general fundrais¬ 
ing continues to enable 
Jade to have her physi¬ 
otherapy and cover the 
dozens of other expenses 
involved in her treatment.

during the winter. 

For something on a 
smaller scale, consider 
a patio water garden. 
If you are using a large 
sized terracotta pot then 
you will need to plug the 
drain hole with a rubber 
or cork stopper and pond 
sealant.

following: 

- Underwater plants - 
these grow entirely sub¬ 
merged and are good at 
keeping algae at bay. The 
pretty Water Violet is a 
British native plant with 
white-mauve flowers. 

- Floaters - their root 
system hangs down in 
the water and they are 
also good algae deter¬ 
rents. Frogbit is also a 
native plant, with small 
round pale green leaves 
and small white flowers. 

- Water lilies - they 
have their root systems 
anchored at the bottom 
of the water while the 
leaves and flowers float 
on the top. Rubra is a 
miniature water-lily with 
small rounded leaves and 
slightly fragrant, deep 
rose-pink cupped flowers 
that flower through to 
September.

The performance 
of the 22 Welsh local 
authorities can then be 
compared across these 
services and for 2018/19 
the Vale Council says 
that the data shows it 
to be the top perform¬ 
ing council in Wales. 

Cllr Neil Moore, 


Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “For the 
council to be consistently 
rated as the highest 
performing in Wales, 
despite having made 
savings of £55m over the 
past 10 years, speaks vol¬ 
umes about we approach 
our role in delivering 
vital public services. 

“The services that 
are measured in these 
performance tables are 
ones that have a very real 
impact on people’s lives. 

“This is something 
that is not lost on us 
when we plan services 
and take decisions. 

“This is a council that 
strives to be the best 
and to deliver the best 
possible services for the 
residents of the Vale. 

“I am delighted that 
this has been reflected 


in the national perfor¬ 
mance data once again.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson reported: 
“The rankings are based 
on data for 19 national 
performance indica¬ 
tors. Among these, the 
council is ranked first in 
Wales for five areas of 
its work: Highest year 11 
pupil performance (cal¬ 
culated using the Welsh 
Government ‘Capped 
9’ measure); Lowest 
number of year 11 
leavers not in education, 
training or employment; 

“The number of house¬ 
holds threatened with 
homelessness being suc¬ 
cessfully prevented from 
becoming homeless; 
The number of empty 
private sector properties 
brought back into use; 
Lowest amount of rent 


lost due to lettable coun¬ 
cil homes being empty. 

“For almost half of 
all areas measured, the 
Vale Council ranks in 
the top 25 per cent of 
performance, another 
increase from last year. 

“There has also been 
an improvement in per¬ 
formance in nine areas 
which represents the 
greatest improvement 
for the council since 
Data Cymru began 
publishing performance 
measures in this way. 

“The council’s perfor¬ 
mance is compared with 
the other 21 local author¬ 
ities in Wales by ana¬ 
lysing the proportion of 
measures across all local 
authorities in terms of 
the measures in the top, 
upper middle, lower mid¬ 
dle and bottom quartiles 


for their performance. 

“Up until recently, 
this was an analysis that 
was undertaken by Data 
Cymru (formerly Local 
Government Data Unit). 

“Although this 
analysis is no longer 
undertaken, for the pur¬ 
pose of the Council’s 
Annual Report, the Vale 
Council undertook its 
own analysis using the 
same methodology. 

“Using this meth¬ 
odology, the council 
scored a total of 63 
points, followed by Isle 
of Anglesey, which was 
ranked second with 59 
points, and Swansea 
which was ranked 
third with 53 points.”

A WELSH chil¬ 
dren’s charity is 
inviting people to 
join its Birdsong 
Walk on Sunday, 
September 8 in 
memory of the chil¬ 
dren who have been 
in the care of Ty 
Hafan over the last 
20 years. 

The 10km walk will 
begin at the hospice on 
Hayes Road in Sully, 
and will take walkers 
to Cosmeston Lakes 
Country Park and back 
again, where everyone 
is encouraged to enjoy a 
picnic on the scenic hos¬ 
pice grounds overlooking 
the Bristol Channel. 

Participants will not 
only be walking to hon¬ 
our the 840 children and 
their families who have 
been under Ty Hafan’s 
care since opening in 
1999, but to celebrate 


volunteers, supporters, 
partners, ambassadors 
and staff who all make 
Ty Hafan’s invaluable 
service possible. 

The walk follows a 
unique sound project 
that Ty Hafan launched 
last year called ‘These 
Names Will Be Forever 
In Our Skies’. The ‘bird¬ 
song’ project translates 
the names of children 
who have passed away 
into Morse code before 
translating the code 
into unique birdsong, 
mimicking the sound of 
robins, woodpeckers and 
other native birds as an 
innovative but subtle way 
of remembering the chil¬ 
dren. The song is played 
through a bird box in 
the hospice’s memorial 
garden gazebo, where the 
parents and families can 
come and sit and listen to 
the joyful chorus. 

The sound artist who 
produced the project. 


Justin Wiggan, believes 
that the wild birds at 
Ty Hafan may begin 
the replicate the sounds 
and begin to sing them 
to other birds. Vikki 
Williams from St Athan, 
has been supported by 
Ty Hafan on her bereave¬ 
ment journey since her 
daughter, Elis Rose, died 
at 16 months in 2010. 
Vikki, her husband 
Alun, and their family, 
will be taking part in the 
Birdsong Walk in mem¬ 
ory of Elis Rose, whose 
name was incorporated 
into the charity’s sound 
project last year. 

Vikki said: “Elis’ 
name was translated into 
the song of a marsh tit, 
chosen for her because 
it was one of the birds 
that sing the loudest in 
March, the month she 
died.

garden to listen out 
for Elis’ name. Lots of 
the bereaved families 
find solace in meeting 
together and taking part 
in activities to remember 
our children.

THE region is awash 
with guided tours. These 
include French men and 
women in period US 
Army clobber zooming 
around in Willys Jeeps, 
or coachloads of visitors. 

Avoid, if you can, the latter. 

There is nothing respectful 
about a coach disgorging its 
occupants at a Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission 
(CWGC) cemetery to be 
shown two “eelebrity” 
graves, and being back on 
the bus within five minutes. 

Plot your own course - the 
area is quite literally littered 
with sites - or those with a 
map, compass, and stopwatch 
can follow Major and Mrs 
Holt’s Battlefield Guide to 
Normandy Landing Beaches. 


Local staff employed by 
CWGC in France (indeed, in 
every country) maintain these 
resting places with impecca¬ 
ble care. They are, generally, 
laid out in a typical pattern, 
and require time to look at. 

The uniform Portland 
stone (although some are 
in other stone, sueh as 
slate in Llangollen) head¬ 
stones are one arm’s-length 
apart, the distanee military 
personnel “right dress”. 

All ages and ranks are 
together, and sometimes two, 
three or more headstones are 
abutting eaeh other. Usually, 
this is an aircraft or tank crew, 
where the remains of the indi¬ 
viduals could not be separated. 

It takes, however, a 
heart of granite not to be 
moved by the inscriptions 
on most of the headstones. 

Families were allotted 
a set number of characters 


to write an inscription, 
some aehingly poignant. 

Dismiss, if you wish, as 
doggerel this inseription for 
Trooper James Hailstone, at 
rest in Ranville War Cemetery: 
“7owr grave I may never see 
may some kind hand place a 
flower there for me. Mother". 

Manly chin wobbles are 
permitted, as is the oeeasional 
mote of dust in the eye. 

And while you’re con¬ 
templating that, ponder this: 

Faet and truth are not 
played hard and fast with 
in The Longest Day, 
but it is a dramatisation. 

There is a seene set in 
Ouistreham (but filmed in 
nearby Port-en-Bessin. See 
last week’s GEM) where 
Commandant Kieffer and his 
Berets verts are assaulting 
a heavily-defended building. 

Nuns appear, walking 
towards the French, oblivious 


to the bullets and shrapnel. Of 
course they are oblivious: they 
are nurses doing - a phrase 
from the film - “God’s work”. 

It is a wonderful scene, 
and eomplete fietion. 

But back to 

Sainte-Mere-Eglise. 

There was a convent 
there, and the nuns, who 
tended the wounded and 
cared for the dying, did 
something rather special. 

The overwhelming majority 
of fallen US serviee personnel 
of WWII are at rest where 
or near where they fell. A 
few, unlike British and 
Commonwealth forces, had 
their remains repatriated. 

The nuns from Sainte- 
Mere-Eglise helped care for 
some of the thousands who 
lie in the vast Ameriean 
war eemeteries nearby. 

Air travel has made visiting 
their fallen relatives easier, but 


that took 30 years to come about. 

And so the nuns cut squares 
of silk from the parachutes, 
sewed them into pouches, and 
placed into eaeh of these a small 
handful of earth from where 
the troops died, before post¬ 
ing it home to their families. 

Their rationale was that if 
the families could not visit 
their sons, then at least they 
would have a little of that 
that rich earth in whieh a 
richer dust was concealed. 

Worldwide, around 212,000 
CWGC headstones, including 
those of the D-Day Landings, 
mark the final resting place of 
unidentified servicemen, and 
the three words - Known Unto 
God - remain some of the sad¬ 
dest in the English language. 

Stiff upper lip? Not a ehance.

LLANTWIT 
Major welcomed 
Ammanford to 
Windmill Lane and 
were looking to con¬ 
tinue their winning 
ways after two fine 
wins over the Bank 
Holiday weekend. 

However, it was not 
to be as they went down 
to a 1-3 defeat mainly 
due to ex Swansea City 
professional Lee Trundle 
who is now playing in 
the Ammanford side. 
Trundle scored two goals 
and throughout the game 
showed his guile and 
experience in helping 
Ammanford to their 
first win of the season. 

Llantwit, as in the 
previous week’s game 
against STM Sports, suc¬ 
cumbed to an early goal 
when in the ninth min¬ 
ute Trundle opened his 
account for Ammanford. 


From an Ammanford cor¬ 
ner the ball was cleared 
by the Llantwit defence

Then it was Llantwit’s 
turn to apply some pres¬ 
sure when, from a series 
of corners, defender 


Sean Williams headed 
the ball down into the 
six-yard area to Llantwit 
striker Lee Jones, but he 
was unable to get a firm 
connection on his header. 

The only other chance 
that fell Llantwit’s way 
in the first half was in 
the 37 th minute when 
Josh Morgan made a fine 
mn into the Ammanford 
goal area and as he 
got to the bye line, he 
passed to fellow striker 
Rob Jones {pictured 
above) but his shot 
was blocked. Half time 
arrived with Llantwit 
finding themselves a 
goal down at the interval 
as in last week’s game. 

The early exchanges

Llantwit tried to 
get back into the game 
but their approach work 
and play in the final 
third did not cause the 
Ammanford defenders 
and keeper any prob¬ 
lems, even when they 
were down to 10 men 
after having their central 
defender sent off for a 
second yellow card. 

It was not to be 
Llantwit’s day and in 
the 82nd minute it was 
Trundle who put the 
game to bed when he 
broke through and used 
his experience to beat 
at least two Llantwit 
defenders to work the 
ball onto his favoured 
left foot to shoot 
home from 15 yards. 

It was not until the 
89th minute that the 
Ammanford keeper 
had to make a save 


of any note when he 
managed to block a 
shot from Llantwit’s 
Kyran Gardner from 
around three yards out. 

It was not until well 
into added time that 
Llantwit managed to 
score a consolation goal 
when Sean Williams 
met a cross into the 
Ammanford goal 
area and his header 
across goal was then 
met by substitute Max 
Morgan to shoot home 
from close range.
